Improvement 
System 


Following the announcement 
Tuesday that Clifford M. Greene 
[һаа been relieved as superin- 
tendent at the Glades State 
Prison Farm, Richard O. Cul- 
j ver, state director of the divi- 
[sion of corrective institutions, 
outlined a program to establish 
a modern, up-to-date penal sys- 
tem at the farm. 

Culver announced that Greene 
had been relieved following his 
recommendation to the board of 
commissioners of institutions 
апа their subsequent action; 
and replaced temporarily by R. 
B. Grambling, assistant to Cul- 
ver. 

Culver said he based his rec- 
ommendation of a list of discrip- 
ancies discovered in his inspec- 
tion in December, February and 
July. 

Greene was told to vacate his 
home by Sept. 1 although his 
job was terminated immediate- 
ly. It was believed that Greene, 
who has served 27 years with 
the state, would be given an- 
other state position until his re- 
tirement. He has been superin- 
tendent here more than eight 
years, 

"I have not recommended the 
replacement of anyone else, and 
don't contemplate the replace- 
ment of anyone else provided 
they perform a creditable job,” 
Culver said, _

conditions of television, radio 
and particularly local organiza- 
tions which have their own 
radio-telephone systems, Police 
orginatzoins, including local 
police force add much to the 
efficiency of getting informa- 

tion. 

Radar is now used by the 
hurricane hunters and by the 
weather bureau in tracking ap- 
proaching storms. So, altogeth- 
er, we may rest assured that we 
will get more reliable informa- 
tion as to the position and prob- 
able course of a hurricane than 
in,previous times, and it will 


be made available to the indivi- 
dual. 
Shelter in recent years has 


been greatly affected by build- 
ing codes and the inclination to 
erect more stable buildings than 
at one time. There are sufficient 
storm-resistant buildings in the 
Glades to take care of all those 
who wish to stay through a 
storm. The local Red Cross Com- 
mittee on shelter knows where 
these are and have made ar- 
rangements for adm ion of the 
public,
